Notice to Taxpayers 


Sec. 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes 1930 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give season- 
al notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notifications 
in some public place in the town, or shall notify them, in such 
other way as the town at its annual meeting directs, to make and 
bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls and all their 
estates real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
which they were possessed on the first day of April of the same 
year. If any resident owner after such notice does not bring in 
such list, he is thereby barred of his right to make application to 
the assessors or the county commissioners for any abatement of 
his taxes, unless he offers such list with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.

The year 1947 has been one of considerable progress and 
accomplishment. Much has been done to put our town property 
in first class condition without undue burden to the tax payers. 


After town meeting last year it was decided to take the 
accumulated State Aid Road money and rebuild the West Meadow 
Road or such portion as funds would permit. Asa result we now 
have eight-tenths of a mile of new road fully drained and ready for 
tarring at a cost of $7,000.00 which was 40% less than State 
engineering estimates. 


The Marsh road has been extended to Walter Butler’s and 


| put in condition for plowing. 


Studley Lane has been rebuilt to the Pease property, bushes 
cut and widened to permit efficient and economical plowing. 


The extension to Lawrence Avenue exceeded original esti- 
mates by $200.00. However, it was felt that by connecting it 
with Fluker Street, that amount would be saved by eliminating 
two dead end streets and creating a through way making for more 
efficient plowing and maintenance. 


The General Highway account has been over-drawn because 
of the large amount of bush cutting and ditch clearing which was 
long overdue, salary increases and re-flooring of the Wadsworth 
Street bridge. Fifty percent of the cost of the last item was borne 
by the State. 


The employment o£ a full time police officer has resulted in a 


more adequate control of the traffic and parking problem as well 


as increased protection. He has been on duty at all public func- 
tions as well as carrying out his routine work. 
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SELECTMEN’S REPORT (continued) 


Although the traffic problem has been relieved considerably 
we do not eel that the control necessary for the safety of pedes- 
trians and others can be achieved without the installation of 
traffic lights and improved street lighting in the business district. 
Conferences have been held with the State Highway Commission 
Traffic Engineer on both points and have received his recommend- 
ations. The Budget committee also recommends their installa- 
tion.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of

I have the honor to submit herewith the report of the Fire 
Department for the year ending March 1, 1948.

That 
we are able to report a minimum of damage except in two in- 
stances, the Andrews Brothers barns and the Hannahan-Sheffield 
fire, we consider remarkable. The quick response of the Depart- 
ment in several instances combined with the efficiency of the patrol 
maintained during the October drought ‘were contributing factors 
and our appreciation is expressed to all who contributed so 
liberally of their time and donated the use of their cars. Our 
thanks also’ to the telephone operators for their fullest coopera- 
tion, and to the Junior Volunteers for their valuable assistance. 


Improvements in our equipment consist of the addition of 8 
Indian Tanks and the installation of racks on the McCann and 
‘Counce trucks for carrying same; 2 new nozzels to the Counce 
truck; a C O 2 extinguisher to the Buffalo and Carbon tet. ex- 
tinguishers to the Buffalo and Ladder Truck. The ladder propo- 
sition has not been carried to completion due to the inability 
of the contractor to deliver, but, we expect this to materialize 
in the near future. 


The usual purchase of hose is not recommended this year due 
to the continued high price. 


Our budget as submitted to the Committee calls for an in- 
crease over the preceding year of $710.00, but, included is the

amount of $2,000 for repairs on the two wooden buildings, perhaps 
a questionable type of economy, but, necessary if these buildings 
are to be maintained. 


Favorable consideration should be given to the addition of 
two hydrants to the system and the relocation of two others as 
| outlined to the Budget and Planning Board.

To the Citizens of Thomaston: 


I am pleased to submit, for your consideration, my second 
annual report as your superintendent of schools. 


Our fine teachers have continued to serve the needs of the 
children committed to them in an understanding and helpful 
manner. It is their aim to help each .child to progress to the 
extent of his ability. 


Three new teachers were employed in the high school in 
September. Mrs. Rebecca Knight replaced Mrs. Ellen Sjoblom as 
teacher of English and French, Miss Patricia Harrington, a 
graduate of Bliss Business College, assumed the position of 
commercial teacher and Mr. Waldron Roberts of Gorham Teachers 
College took charge of the industrial arts department. Mrs. 
Knight resigned at the close of the fall term and has been replaced 
by Miss Mae V. Morang who is a graduate of Bates College. There 
have been no changes in the staff of the elementary department 
this year, although Mrs. Charlotte Dyer Moran has tendered her 
resignation, to take effect as soon as a replacement can be found. 


Mrs. Esther Rogers is serving as music supervisor this 
year in place of Mrs. Ruth Sanborn who is devoting her entire 
time to the Rockland schools. Mrs. Rogers is well qualified 
for the position she holds and is contributing much to the de- 
velopment of the children. Until recently Mrs. Naomi Elliot 
has been supervising drawing in the elementary schools.

Several Thomaston teachers attended summer school during 
the past summer. -Horace Maxcy, Donald Sprague and Rebecca 
Robertson attended the University of Maine. Charlotte Dyer 
Moran attended Farmington State Teachers College. Nearly all 
of. our teachers participated in on2 of th2 extension courses of-— 
fered at Rockland last wint2r and several are enrolled 1 in the cours? 
being given at present. 


Extensive repairs were made at the Green Street School 
during the past summer. Floors were sanded and refinished, 
walls and ceilings were painted and new fluorescent lights were 
installed. A drinking fountain-wash basin combination was 
installed in the fourth grade room, adding to the convenience 
of the children. Ventilating fans were placed in the toilet rooms. 


Through the efforts of the High School Athletic Associ- 
ation showers were installed in the boys’ dressing room at the 
High School. The room was enlarged by boys from the industrial 
arts department. Showers are needed in the girls’ dressing room 
but at present the Athletic Association is not in a hos to pay — 
for them. 


Due to the lack of one classroom the sub-primary and first 
grades have been in session only half of each school day this year. © 
The first grade meets in the longer forenoon session and the sub- 
primary in the afternoon. Both teachers are on duty all day. This 
plan seemed to be the best immediate solution to the room short- 
age problem and it has worked better than we expected. However, 
it should not be considered except as a temporary measure until a 
new bul ding can be provided. 


A glance at the present enrollment will show that the elemen-— 
tary school classes are becoming too large for the most efficient 
results. Authorities claim that for the best learning situation 
twenty-five pupils should be a maximum class. Any long range 
planning should provide for the increasing enrollment in the 
primary grades. | 
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SCHOOL DEPARTMENT REPORT (continued) 


Milk is being served to children in both buildings this year 
to the benefit of many children. Orange juice and other surplus 
goods are given to pupils at noon and recess. With the large 
number of bus pupils a hot lunch program would be highly bene- 
ficial. 


The purchase of a new 48 passenger school bus has greatly 
improved school conveyance. All necessary conveyance is pro- 
vided by this bus which covers the entire route in an hour’s time. 

In closing this report I want to express my appreciation to 
all who have cooperated to make this a successful school year 
for the children of Thomaston.

The Committee consulted with Bunker & Savage, Architects, 
and with others, and procured cost estimates of a new High School 
Building and of a Grade school building. After careful considera- — 
tion of the problems involved, alternate plans were submitted to — 
the Town at special meeting held July 14, 1947. 


In order to relieve overcrowded conditions at the Green — 
Street building, the town recommended that sub-primary and 
first-grade pupils each have a half day session. . The sum of $3,000 
was raised to repair and renovate the Green Street building. | 


The Town took no action regarding construction of a new 
building, but the committee was perpetuated until the next annual — 
meeting. 4 


The committee remains of the opinion that the building ~ 
situation at this time is too unsettled for the town to commit 
itself to a definite building program this year, and other factors 
are to be decided before any particular course of action is approved.

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Annual Report of the 
BIDGET AND PLANNING COMMITTEE 


Nine meetings have been held during the past year at which 
the present and future welfare of the town has been discussed. 


After prolonged and serious discussions the recommendations 
arrived at and presented with the town appropriations for the 
ensuing year, as printed in the warrant, express the opinion of the 
committee members. 


The feasibility of adding a combination grader and tar kettle 
to the town’s road equipment was brought before the committee. 
Under present conditions it seemed the best policy that it be 
postponed. 


After much deliberation on the present school situation and 
giving consideration to the future requirements this committee 
believes it advisable to start a school building fund and recom- 
mends the raising of $5,000 for this purpose. 


Careful thought has been given to the dangerous traffic 
conditions which exist in the business section of town. The 
committee has consulted with an official from the State Highway 
Department, and with his approval recommends that traffic 
lights be installed at each of the dangerous intersections. It is the 
belief of many that these lights working in conjunction with our 
police should satisfactorily control traffic and give the pedestrian 
a greater degree of safety. The street lighting through the busi- 
ness section being very inadequate, the committee recommends 
that some improvement be made; this would also increase the 
safety. 


The committee recommends an addition to the town ordi- 
nance regarding the use of fireworks: No person shall set off or 
explode any firecrackers, skyrockets, bombs or other explosive 
devices commonly known as fireworks in any street or public place

Thor hiC SIGNAL ORDINANCE FOR THOMASTON 


An ordinance regulating traffic upon the public streets in 


the town of Thomaston. 


It is ordained by the town of Thomaston as follows: 


Sec. 1. Definition of words and phrases.— The words 


’and phrases used in this ordinance shall for the purpose of this 
ordinance have the meanings respectively ascribed to them in the 
_ Statutes of the State of Maine pertaining to motor vehicles. 


Sec. 2. Obedience to official traffic-control devices.— 


_ The driver of any vehicle shall obey the instructions of any official 
; traffic-control device applicable thereto placed in accordance with 
_ the traffic ordinances of this city, unless otherwise directed by a 
police officer, subject to the exceptions granted the driver of an 
_authorized emergency vehicle in the Maine Statutes.

Sec. 3. Traffic-control signal legend.— Whenever traffic 
is controlled by traffic-control signals exhibiting the words “Go”, 
“Caution’’, or ““Stcp’’, or exhibiting different colored lights suc- 
cessively one at a time, cr with arrows, the following colors only 
shall be used and said terms and lights shall indicate and apply 
to drivers of vehicles and pedestrians as follows: 


(a) Green alone or “‘Go”’. 


(1) Vehicular traffic facing the signal may proceed straight 
through or turn right or left unless a sign at such place prohibits 
either such turn. But vehicular traffic, including vehicles turning 
right or left, shall yield the right-of-way to other vehicles and to 
pedestrians lawfully within the intersection or an adjacent cross- 
walk at the time such signal is exhibited. 


(2) Pedestrians facing the signal may proceed across the 
roadway within any marked or unmarked crosswalk. 


(b) Yellow alone or overlapping with green or ‘‘Caution’’ 
when shown following the green or “‘Go”’ signal. 


(1) Vehicular traffic facing the signal is thereby warned that 
the red or ““Stop”’ signal will be exhibited immediately thereafter 
and such vehicular traffic shall not enter or be crossing the inter- 
section when the red or “‘Stop”’ signal is exhibited. 


(2) Pedestrians facing such signal are thereby advised that ° 
there is insufficient time to cross the roadway, and any pedestrian 
then starting to cross shall yield the right-of-way to all vehicles. 


(c) Red alone or “Stop’’. 


(1) Vehicular traffic facing the signal shall stop before enter- 
ing the crosswalk on the near side of the intersection or, if none, 
then before entering the intersection and shall remain standing — 
until green or “‘Go”’ is shown alone.

(2) No pedestrian facing such signal shall enter the roadway 
unless he can do so safely and without interfering with any vehi- 
cular traffic. 


(d) Red with green arrow. 


(1) Vehicular traffic facing such signal may cautiously enter 
the intersection only to make the movement indicated by such 


arrow but shall yield the right-of-way to pedestrians lawfully 


within a crosswalk and to other traffic lawfully using the inter- 
section. 


(2) No pedestrian facing such signal shall enter the roadway 


unless he can do so safely and without interfering with any

Sec. 4. Flashing signals.— Whenever flashing red or yellow 
signals are used they shall require obedience by vehicular traffic 
as follows: 


(1) Flashing red (stop signal).—When a red lens is illumi- 


nated with rapid intermittent flashes, drivers of vehicles shall stop 


before ent:ring the nearest crosswalk at an intersection or at a 
limit line when marked, or, if none, then before entering the 


intersection, and the right to proczed shall b2 subject to the rules 


applicable after making a stop at a stop sign. 


(2) Flashing yellow (caution signal).._When a yellow 
lens is illuminated with rapid imtermittent flashes, drivers of 
vehicles may proceed through the intersection or past such signal 
only with caution.
